aviators was hurt, 
he 
said. 
Port 
Moiler is 199 miles west of Chignik. 
Walk Beach For Three Days 
The aviators owed their existence, 
he radiogram said, to “concentrated 
food 
and 
nerve.” 
Exhausted, 
the 
dight commander and 
his mechanic 
Anally reached a trapper’s cabin at 
‘he southernmost point of Port Moi­ 
ler Bay, on the morning of May 7. 
There they found food and regained 
efficient strength to walk the beach 
hree days before they were rescued. 
The message from Major Martin, 
vhich reached here at 1:15 o’clock 
Munday morning, came 
from 
Port 
Moiler via St. Paul Island, and was 
worded os follows: 
“Crashed against mountain.'in fog on 
10th at 12.30. 
Neither of us hurt. 
Ship a total wreck. 
Our existence 
was due to concentrated 
food 
and 
nerve. 
Arrived at a trapper’s cabin 
(outhmost point of Port Moiler Bay 
morning 
7th 
exhausted. 
Found 
food, 
rested 
three 
days, 
walked 
beach. 
Awaiting instructions.” 
Country Still Under Snow 
Nothing in the message indicated, 
t was understood here, how many 
miles Major Martin M'as from Port 
Moiler Bay when his machine, the 
q.ag 
plane 
Seattle, 
M'as 
M'roeked 
Tgainst a mountain. Thus it was not 
known here Sunday how' many miles 
he and Sergeant Harvey forced their 
way through the wilderness before 
hey reached the trapper’s cabin and 
found something more to cat than the 
-oncentrated rations they carried. It 
>s known, how’ever, that they were at 
least a week on their journey. 
South of Port Moiler Bay the pen­ 
insula, is only 25 miles across to the 
Pacific Ocean, the bay being a branch 
if Boring Sea on the north side of the 
•peninsula. The country is still under 
mow and no food is to be found. 
Previous Report Proves False 
To the tale of Major Martin’s fate 
a weird feature is contributed in the 
minds of those who have been ^study­ 
ing the episode here, in the fact that 
two men at Port Moiler thought they 
saw last Sunday a ' plane IO or 15 
miles from Port 
Moiler, 
notwith­ 
standing that the 
point 
at 
which 
Major Martin hit the mountain the 
previous Wednesday was at lest 30 
miles from Port Moiler. 
Major Martin’s plane was last seen 
by an authentic observer when a trap- 
oer on Ijiike Chignik saw him flying 
ibopt 400 feet above the frozen wa- 
ers of the lake about a half hour 
after he had left Chignik. 
Left Chignik In Snow Storm 
The air fleet commander left Chig- 
nik in so great a storm that the other 
members of the expedition, then wait- 
:ng for him at Dutch Harbor, and 
Lieut. Clayton L. Bissel, who made 
ill arrangements for the flight from 
Seattle to Attu Island at the western 
end of the Aleutian chain, had con­ 
sidered it certain that the command- 
mg officer would not 
fly 
that day. 
Although the day had dawned fair 
and clear at Dutch Harbor, north­ 
west gales soon started, and violent 
winds carrying 
much 
snow arose 
almost the moment the Seattle had 
taken the air.

Origin of 12-Hoar Dial 
Long before the Invention of the 
modern clock the Greeks divided the 
24-hour (lay into two uneven units, 
from sunrise to sunset and from sun­ 
set to sunrise. 
And these units they 
further divided Into hour*, each hour 
being a twelfth of Its unit. 
Thus Is summer a day hour was 
longer than a night hour, and in win­ 
ter vice versa. 
Then (he hours were 
further subdivided into minutes and 
seconds. 
But the Egyptians had the 
much more practical arrangement of 
dividing the whole period from sun­ 
rise to sunrise into 24 equal hours. 
Eventually a system embodying the 
two methods became general. 
The 
Greek 32-hour periods, with their min­ 
utes and seconds were kept, but every 
hour was made equal in length. Thus 
when the modern clock come to be 
made its face was divided into 12 
hours.—Detroit News.

WOMAN’S CASE AMAZES 
GETTYSBURG 


Gettysburg, Pa, 
The Sun Spot Cycle 
Important new knowledge about sun 
spots was acquired during the year 
through observations at the Mt. Wil­ 
son observatory, although 1923 was 
the year of minimum sunspottedness. 
These great vortices are centers of 
magnetic fields, and they are known to 
pans across the disk of the sun two by 
two, with each spot of a pair having a 
different sign, os though they were the 
two ends of the horseshoe magnet. 
When spots of the new cycle appeared 
on the disk of the sun It was discov­ 
ered that the arrangement of polarity 
was exactly the reverse of what it 
had been. 
Thus the true sun spot 
cycle is just twice the eleven and one- 
eighth years assumed now, and con­ 
tains two maxima and minima instead 
of only one of each.—Current History 
Magazine.

Conduct Electricity 
Pure water does not conduct elec­ 
tricity to tiny appreciable extent. 
A 
column of chemically pure water one 
twenty fifth of an Inch long ha* as 
much resistance to the passage of an 
electric current as a copper wire of 
the same diameter as loug as from 
the earth to the moon. 
What makes 
ordinary water a moderately good con­ 
ductor Is not the water itself, but the 
material dissolved In it. 
When, for 
example, a molecule of salt Is put Into 
water, it breaks up into what are 
known as Ions, one positively, the 
other negMlively charged. 
If then an 
electric current Is given a chance to 
p a ss through the water, it rides on tile 
ions which carry the electrical charges 
through It. lf there are no Ions, that 
Is, If there are no salts In solution, the 
current cannot get across. 
But all 
water outside of chemical laboratories 
rout ain'' enough Unsolved substances 
to make a fairly good conductor, al­ 
though gfefituh’ully pure watar la not.
